out lator it was tound to bo true 
Mr Adams had boon in Duncan 
for ubout u 
week 
Last 
Tuoxday 
morning ho started out quail bunt ¬ 
ing with 
an 
automatic 
shot gun 
telling 
the land lady at tbo hotel 
that 
bo 
would 
return 
for 
lunch 
about 2 
When 
be did not return 
at 6 oclock 
some 
parties went to 
look for him and found 
his bodv u 
short distance from town 
Ho 
bad 
been 
seen 
and 
talKed 
with 
several 
neonlo 
durincr 
the 
day in fact ho bad 
been seen still 
hunting 
shortly 
before 
the body 
was 
found 
The indioaions 
are 
that at the place 
ho mot death bo 
bad slopped and put tho gun down 


uo again bo must have taken hold 
of the muzzle and pullod it toward 
him 
Evidently 
a limb caught tho 
trigger 
discharging

gun

of shot entering
